Warning 
on a new 
email scam 

BUSINESSES are being warned about a 
new email scam by fraudsters claiming 
they want to book activities. 

The fraudsters pretend to be interested 
in booking activities such as go-karting, 
paint balling or farm visits. 

They initially approach businesses by 
email claiming they don’t have access to 
the company’s website and cannot book 
in the usual way. 

A Charlton business was contacted 
by the fraudsters trying to book an 
activity costing £1,500 and asking to 
send their credit card details by email. 
They told the Charlton business they 
would authorise them to charge £6,500 
as long as the business forwarded the 
overpayment of £5,000 to the fraudsters’ 
“logistics agent” for accommodation and 
coach rental. 

The scam encourages businesses to rely 
on credit card details sent by email 
without seeing the card. If the business 
forwards the overpayment before they 
try and get payment from the fraudsters’ 
credit card account they’re left out of 
pocket. 

The Royal Borough is encouraging 
businesses to be wary of email bookings 
for large amounts of money and 
particularly from anyone asking if they 
can overpay for activities and have the 
overpayment transfered elsewhere.

That’s the message to 
men across the royal borough for 
Men’s Health Week which runs until 
Sunday, June 17. 

The advice comes from the Men’s Health 
Forum, a charity set up to help men make 
healthier choices.

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# COMEDIANS are a 
funny breed. And not 
always funny ha-ha. 

The best are manic 
depressives, who even 
at their lowest ebb 
can dig out solid gold one-liners. 
Peter Cook for instance. Or others, 
like Richard Pryor, who turned the 
most difficult of lives into the most 
original of comedy. 

Which makes you wonder why 
Sean Hughes is so miserable. 
Hughes has always been something 
of a curmudgeon, famously 
from his days on Never Mind the 
Buzzcocks. And Scene's not getting 
much joy today. We do manage to 
prise from him that he’s playing 
Greenwich Comedy Festival next 
month, but not a lot else. 

Hughes is a man of contradictions. 
First he tells us he’s popping out 
this evening to do a 20-minute 
secret show to stop himself from 
getting rusty, then says he hates 
doing 20-minute shows. 

Maybe the 46-year old is waiting 
for the call-up from the BBC’s 
Grumpy Old Men. He could 
certainly get a starring role with 
the gripes he’s got. 

“I don’t really like doing 
20-minute sets, it’s not really my 
forte,” he says. “I don’t really like 
club comedy. I don’t like hearing 
four people talk about the same 
thing. 

“You get a lot of stuff where you 
hear the same generic subjects 
coming up. I don’t really go 
to [comedy] clubs. You’ll hear 
people going on about self-service 
checkouts - stuff like that, you just 
go ‘really?...’” 

His own comedy is a far drier 
variety, a sinuous strand of 
embittered observations on the 
impending and unstoppable 
journey into middle age. 

“Any good comic comes from 
their own point of view,” he says. 
“You’re not trying to change 
the world but it’s good to have a 
different slant on things. A lot 
of comedy now is back to the old 
style of comedy - just telling a 
joke, which is fine, but it gets a bit 
monotonous. 

“Anyone who says that Michael 
McIntyre and Live at the Apollo 
is rock ‘n’ roll doesn’t really listen 
to music. They’re all really good 


comics, but if you’re doing six 
minutes on telly then people get 
really shocked when you do a 
one-hour show because you can’t 
listen to that relentless gag, gag, 
gag for an hour. 

“It gives the wrong impression 
of what comedy is about. The 
reason I did comedy was because 
of Richard Pryor doing long shows 
and really talking about things.” 

And it’s not with great fondness 
he looks back on his days at Never 
Mind the Buzzcocks. 

“It was what it was - it was fun for 
a while, but then I felt like we were 
doing the same thing every week. 
After 10 series I thought that was 
enough from me. It was one of the 
first panel shows, and now that’s 
all there is on TV. It was a good 
thing, and a bad thing as well.” 

Hughes moved to London when 
still a teenager to pursue his 
ambition of becoming a stand-up. 

“I used to love going into the 
Comedy Store as a punter when 
I was young, even though I hated 
playing there. It takes a lot of balls 
to play there. I would be so nervous 
I’d throw up before I went on stage. 

“If you can go out with confidence 
it just makes it seem quite easy - 
they’re the good comics I guess. 

“It is absolutely terrifying at 
the start, but I’ve always felt it 
was second nature - 1 feel more at 
home on stage than I do walking 
down a road in London at night.” 

His new routine - Sean Hughes 
Stands Up - hits Greenwich on July 
14. He still likes the audience to get 
involved, but not too much. 

“You don’t tend to get 
hecklers at hour-long 
shows - what’s the point 
of coming and shouting 
someone off stage after 
a minute?! I do enjoy 
interaction though, 
comedy should be a 
live event.”

Brecht still relevant 
after seventy years 


PERSECUTION, intolerance, injustice and 
fear. The hallmarks of Hitler’s Nazi regime, 
but unlikely ingredients for a pleasant night 
or the basis for serious debate. 

If seven decades on Brecht’s Fear and 
Misery of the Third Reich still shocks and 
disturbs, what on earth did they think at 
the time? First performed on the eve of the 
Second World War in 1938, it dared ask 
what had not yet been asked: how 
complicit were the Germans in 
both their personal repression 
and the appalling events which 
would followed? 

Bertold Brecht, (right), 
is complex both to act and 
to watch, his structures j 
and content controversial. 

But if this series of scenes 
by University of Greenwich 
students, (15 of the original 24 
scenes) allows no momentum to 
build, its message remains remarkably 
clear. 

The Chalk Cross (Berlin, 1934) set the tone 
for the evening ahead - a family, a brown 
shirt (Yvette Bruin), suspicion, - the Judicial 
Process (Augsburg 1934) gave it passion and 
meaning. A judge (Rosa Eells), a Jew and 



a verdict ordained. ”1 must know what they 
want’’, says the judge to his friend, “how else 
can real justice be served”. Brecht’s portrayal 
of his country as a land full of fear was the 
first of his anti-Nazi works. As the husband 
assures her it’s for two weeks at most, we all 
know they are really saying goodbye. 

The final year students played their roles 
to the full, in both challenging and multiple 
roles. Bruin caught the eye, relaxed 
and composed and convincing 
whenever on stage, Keogh was 
most capable, persuasive and 
neat, her role in The Spy quite 
compelling. But the highlight for 
me was Rayner’s Jewish Wife, 
her soliloquy both touching 
and tender. She rose to the 
challenge of a difficult role and 
based on this she should surely 
go far. The minimalist stage - giant 
swastikas and some chairs - was 
effective and slick as it echoed the power 
of the message. 

This simple production of some complex 
ideas leaves the audience with considerable 
food for thought. Repressive regimes can 
always be stopped but the question as ever is 
by whom. 7/10 Dick Morgan

How the lettings policy works 

Housing applicants are placed within ‘Bands’ according 
to the Royal Borough of Greenwich’s policy for letting 
homes. Your band information is on the letter that the 
Council sent you when you registered, or when your 
circumstances changed. Property adverts say which band 
can apply and any other criteria. When all the bids are 
received, the property is then offered to: For properties 
advertised for band A and band B - the applicant who has 
had this priority status for the longest time. For properties 
advertised for band C applicants - the applicant who has 
been registered on the Council’s list for the longest time. 


BAND 

A is for applicants in unsatisfactory housing, including 
people moving due to demolition and those 
underoccupying their homes. 

B is for applicants the Royal Borough of Greenwich 
must prioritise according to the law, particularly 
homeless people, and others with an urgent need 
to move for medical or welfare reasons. 

C is for all applicants on the housing register, 

including those that are in priority bands A and B.

Currently the rent level for the properties 
you see advertised in Greenwich Homes is 
significantly lower than full market rents in private 
sector housing.
